One of the very importcnt functions of this Division will be to 
take a censuse This census will show the number of foreigners in Brazil. 
their country of origin, activitics and any other information deemed 
Necessary for control. The authorities will see that this census is 
kept up to date and it is expected to be of valuable assistance In Cie 
Posing undesirable or unfriendly persons who have entered the country 
legally or otherwisce

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EFFECT OF THE WAR UPON BRAZILIAN 





EXPORTS TO THE UeSe 





During the period from 1930 to 1937, Brazilian exports to this 
country were relatively stable, maintaining a level of $100,090,900,0- 
more or less» The year 1938 showed a decrease, but from 1939 on exe 
ports steadily increased and for 1943 reached an all time high as 
shown by figures published by the UsS. Department of Commerce given 
belows :

There is no doubt that as a result of normal sources of supply 
being cut off because of the war the United States discovered that 
her sister nations to the south, particularly Brazil, had 
the products, especially valuable and strategic minerals and mate- 
rial, which she had heretofore gone more than half way around the 
world to obtain.

de Suspension of restrictions, particularly those of mari- 
time navigation and the resumption of international commerce on a 
normal basis will contribute to Brazil's post war trade with the 
United Statcs on the stability of a pre-war basis, but future rece 
lations will bencfit RAIS from the changes and expericnees arise 
ing from our war time commerce.
